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Overdose may not 
have been suicide

A GRANDMOTHER who threat¬ 
ened to kill herself and then over¬ 
dosed on sleeping pills may not have 
committed suicide, a coroner has 
ruled. 

An inquest was held into the death 
of Alison Legazy, 61, of Wood Farm 
Close in Leigh, at Southend 
Magistrates Court last week. 

The court heard that Mrs Hegazy 
had been discovered dead at her 
home address by daughter Nadia 
Brooks on June 5, 2013. 

A post mortem examination list¬ 
ed her cause of death as a drug 


overdose. Toxicology results 
showed she had roughly 25 times 
the normal therapeutic level of 
sleeping drug Zopiclone in her 
body. 

Coroner Yvonne Blake said Mrs 
Hegazy had threatened to commit 
suicide the previous night. 

Medical reports read aloud by Ms 
Blake said Mrs Hegazy had previ¬ 
ously 'tried to harm herself with 
overdoses' and 'admitted occasional 
suicidal thoughts'. 

Her most recent overdose was five 
years before her death. 

The court heard that Mrs Hegazy 
had ongoing problems with anxiety 
and depression. 


She had visited a psychiatrist in 
October 2012 and been re-referred 
days before she died, saying she felt 
'lonely' and 'isolated'. 

Mrs Hegazy's daughter called 
paramedics on June 5, telling them 
she could see her mother through 
the window and she did not appear 
to be breathing. 

Emergency workers discovered 
empty blister packets of pills and an 
empty bottle of vodka beside Mrs 
Hegazy's body. 

Ms Blake told the court that Mrs 
Hegazy's alcohol consumption 
could have affected her judgement 
and therefore she may not have fully 
comprehended the consequences of 


her actions. 

She said: “I am not satisfied to the 
required standard of proof that Mrs 
Hegazy committed suicide.” 

She recorded a narrative verdict, 
outlining the events that led to Mrs 
Hegazy's death. 

Mrs Hegazy's friend Kendall 
Love, 33, from Kent, said she was 
pleased by the verdict. 

She said: “She wouldn't have done 
it on purpose because she loved her 
grandchildren too much. She was a 
wonderful grandmother who 
thought the world of her three 
grandkids. 

“She was a wonderful woman and 
she will be sadly missed.”

Southend County Court upheld a 
possession order on Wednesday, 
August 14 and gave Pedzisayi 
Chirume, 56, of Quantock, 
Chichester Road, Southend, 21 days 
to hand back her keys and pay 
£10,000 towards costs. 

Ms Chirume was awarded a tenan¬ 
cy with Southend Council on August 
2006. 

However council officers later dis¬ 


covered that since 2009 Ms Chirume 
also held private tenancies in 
Norwich at the same time. While she 
acknowledged the Norwich tenancy 
due to work commitments, she 
denied subletting her Quantock flat, 
saying family members used the 
property and that she came home 
most weekends. 

However, South Essex Homes con¬ 
cluded she had breached her tenancy 
agreement and issued her with a 
notice seeking possession. 


After she failed to return the keys 
as instructed, proceedings then led to 
a court order. 

Southend councillor for corporate 
support services, Andrew Moring 
said it was illegal to sublet council 
and housing association homes and 
could lead to a prison sentence. 

Cllr Moring said: “Although 
Southend Council is committed to 
housing those in need, it also has a 
duty to protect public money and 
take action against people who with¬ 


hold information, or do not tell the 
truth. 

“It is an offence to fail to disclose 
your circumstances and as this case 
shows, seeking an eviction is not the 
only action that the council may 
wish to take.”

TRAGEDY usually involves family feuds. The 
Deanes School closure should be a blockbuster - 
except there doesn't appear to be a happy ending for 
the 600 pupils. 

At the heart of this dispute is a ruling Tory group 
on Essex County Council, who all work or live in 
north and mid Essex, and sibling party rivals who 
live in the south. Senior Conservatives at County 
Hall voted last Monday to close the Daws Heath 
Road school in Thundersley, claiming it was ‘best 
for the children’. 

Barely a single teacher, pupil, parent, Tory coun¬ 
cillor or Tory MP from Southend to Basildon, 
Rochford to Castle Point agrees. 

“I just don't believe this is what is right for the 
community or the children,” said Castle Point Tory 
MP, Rebecca Harris. She was supported last week at 
County Hall by her Tory neighbour Stephen 
Metcalfe, MP for south Basildon and East 
Thurrock, as the pair marched alongside Unison 
banners and protesters. 

For almost everyone in south Essex, the school’s 
closure is a shock. 

Deanes - rated as 'good', with 'outstanding features 
- is officially one of the best performing schools in 
Essex. 

Councillor Ray Gooding, who lives in Bishop's 
Stortford in Herts, is lead member for schools. He 
delivered news to Deanes headteacher Jan Atkinson 
on Monday, September 3, by phone. 

“It was such a shock,” said Ms Atkinson, who 
described the decision as 'perverse'. “I just couldn't 
believe it, and I don't understand it.” 

Months before his phone call, Cllr Gooding had 
set up his own independent panel - made up of a 
cross-party group of councillors from north and 
central Essex. The aim was to justify the claims that 
Deanes was not attracting enough pupils. But it did-

n't happen. The panel concluded in a 45-page report 
that the school was viable and strong, and that a 
£23m rebuild that was due to start next year would 
secure the future and attract more pupils. 

Liberal Democrat county councillor Theresa 
Higgins was one of the members on the scrutiny 
sub-committee. 

She described the council's data as 'seriously 
flawed', and claimed insufficient weight had been 
given to a likely increase in pupil numbers.She said: 
“The Tory-controlled county council seems deter¬ 
mined to go ahead with closing this school, which 
will be to the detriment of the pupils and communi¬ 
ty, and those who would be attending in the future. 

“The way in which the findings of the scrutiny 
sub-committee’s work has been dismissed is insult¬ 


ing to those members who gave up many hours to 
complete their report.” 

Cllr Higgins' accusations of flawed data are sup¬ 
ported by a maths professor. 

Save the Deanes Group called in Professor of 
Operational Research, at Coventry University, 
Colin R Reeves Bsc MPhil PhD, to review the clo¬ 
sure and the statistics on future pupil numbers. 

He concluded that 'statistical and mathematical 
principles underlying the forecasts are still not prop¬ 
erly understood' by Essex County Council. 

Elaine Wright, Save the Deanes campaign leader, 
for Southend, said: “Our community is in a state of 
shock and suffering from a huge amount of stress 
and anxiety.”Tory-run Southend and Castle Point 
councils have both refused to support the closure. 


Basildon Council may go one step further. It has 
threatened to break away from County Hall and 
seek unitary status. 

Phil Turner, deputy leader of Basildon Council, 
accused his Tory colleagues at County Hall ol 
cheating south Essex residents, citing the Deanes 
closure as the latest in a series of bad decisions 
affecting the south. 

He said: “I am very sony to call these people col¬ 
leagues of the Conservative party. 

“People from Basildon and Castle Point didn'1 
vote that cabinet in and they can't vote that cabinel 
out. “They need to grow a backbone and do the jot 
they were elected to do for the whole county, nol 
just the green fields of north Essex. 

“I think it's time for us to go unitary and get oul 
from the clutches of Essex County Council. We 
can't keep leaving it to councillors who are nol 
doing the business for Basildon or Castle Point.” 

Other senior Tories in Castle Point backed his 
claims. 

Former Benfleet highways chairman All 
Partridge, first elected in the 1960s, said he fell 
south Essex had been given a 'raw deal' ever since 
the county council had begun taking over services. 

He said: “I've been saying this for years. To be 
quite honest, the staff at Essex have always had a 
poor relationship with south Essex. The majority ol 
the cabinet are from the north. Above Chelmsford 
things get done. Elsewhere, they don't. 

“I'm beginning to wonder whether we would be 
better off if we divorced ourselves from Essex 
County Council and took over things for ourselves. 
The cost of running the county council is phenom¬ 
enal and all it seems to cause around here is 
heartache and complaints from residents. It doesn'1 
work democratically and it doesn't work to the sat¬ 
isfaction of local residents. 

“I think all this fighting is very sad for the 
Conservative party.” 

Castle Point Tory councillor Bill Sharp was anoth¬ 
er who said he was disillusioned with his county 
colleagues.

He said: “Decisions must be based on fact, not 
demographics. I'm deeply disappointed, particular¬ 
ly after the scrutiny group decided the process was 
incorrect.” 

Council leader David Finch and his leadership 
team deny the accusations of north Essex bias. But 
the rumbles of discontent are already moving 


beyond the ornate chambers of County Hall to the 
corridors of power at Westminster. 

Cllr Finch said: “To say there is a north south 
divide at County Hall is just basically resorting to 
clutching at straws. 

“There are 75 Members at the county council rep¬ 
resenting the whole of the county, and every single 
member has an opportunity to get involved in the 
democratic process.” 

He neglected to point out that his county council¬ 
lor for Hadleigh - which includes Deanes - Jill 
Reeve, complained she was not told about the pro¬ 
posal until after it was formally announced earlier 
this year. 

Cllr Gooding maintains he and his fellow cabinet 
members have taken the right decision. 

“I know that no one locally agrees with my deci¬ 
sion,” he said. 

“But my feeling is that we can accommodate 
those children at other schools. I truly believe we 
are doing this in the best interests of the children.” 

He speaks with genuine passion, but it's difficult 
to see how he reaches his conclusions. 

“I don't anticipate visiting south Essex any time 
soon,” added Cllr Gooding. “They will hang me.” 

His accusers claim has taken an easy option 
because he lives in Hertfordshire, rather than Essex. 
His predecessor, Stephen Castle, had backed the 
£23m Deanes rebuild before he resigned from pol¬ 
itics earlier this year. He lived in Castle Point and

was a former Deanes schoolboy 
Headteacher Jan Atkinson and the Save Deanes 
Campaign have three weeks in which to consider 
refering this decision to the Office of the Schools 
Adjudicator. 

Without a U-tum by County Hall some time 
before then, most people fear there will be no happy 
ending; neither for Deanes - nor for the fractured 
Tory party in Essex.

B RITISH orchestras and performers will 
be taking prominence in this year’s 
concert series at Southend Theatres. 
After 20 years of running an International 
Concert Series, both the Cliffs Pavilion and 
the Palace Theatre will changing the empha¬ 
sis to more home grown talent during their 
new Symphonies By The Sea season. 

The season, which kicks off at the Cliffs 
Pavilion, Southend, on Sunday, October 13, 
will feature three concerts by the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra, one by the London 
Philharmonic and three smaller-scale recital 
evenings by The English Piano Trio, the 
Endellion String Quartet and Peter Donohoe. 

While the season does have a more British 
feel, it still includes some of Europe's finest 
orchestras including the Tchaikovsky 
Symphony Orchestra, The Czech National 
Symphony Orchestra and a recital by 
Alexander Sitkovetsky with Wu Qian. 

Each concert also features a Southend 
premiere of one sort or another, whether it 
be a piece of music that has never been 
performed in Southend before, an artist 
being introduced to Southend for the first 
time or even Freddie Kempf’s debut as the 
conductor of a symphony! 

Paul Driscoll, Southend Theatres' market¬ 
ing manager, said: “We have run a very suc¬ 
cessful orchestral season for 20 years, but 
the gradual decline in audience numbers 
over recent years meant that we decided to 
review exactly what was being offered to our 
patrons. 

“The result is a fully-refreshed approach 
that we feel sure will continue to satisfy our 
regulars but that will also appeal to new, 
first-time concert goers. 

“We have also radically changed the way 
in which the season is being promoted, dis¬ 
pensing with the more traditional season 
brochure in favour of a series of leaflets fea¬ 
turing traditional seaside images inspired by 
posters of the late 19th and early 20th cen¬ 
turies. 

“Coupled with inviting, tongue-in-cheek 
slogans such as Race Into Rachmaninov, 
See What’s Hidin’ in Haydn, Relieve the 
Stress With Strauss and Grieg In A Different 
League, we are aiming to appeal to people 
throughout Essex and East London who are 
only now beginning to experiment with clas¬ 
sical music.” 

The collection of 10 classical concerts will 
begin with Race Into Rachmaninov with the

famous Tchaikovsky Symphony Orchestra of 
Moscow Radio on Sunday, October 13, at 
the Cliffs Pavilion. 

The concert, conducted by Nikolay 
Vinokurov, will include a Tchaikovsky rarity 
and a first for Southend known as ‘Souvenir 
de Florence’, originally written for string 
quartet but later orchestrated by 
Tchaikovsky, and a brilliant performance of 
Rachmaninov’s ever-popular Rhapsody on a 
theme of Paganini by prize-winning pianist 
Andrei Korobeinikov . 

Other performances at the Cliffs Pavilion 
include Rustle-Up A Rossini with the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra on Sunday, 


November 10 - a Spanish gala full of excit¬ 
ing music inspired by Spanish themes - and 
Relive The Stress With Strauss performed 
by the Czech National Symphony Orchestra 
on Sunday, December 1, which will include 
a solo performance by brilliant young British 
violinist Chloe Hanslip and Southend's pre¬ 
miere of Strauss’ Tales from the Vienna 
Woods. 

The Palace Theatre, Westcliff, will be 
joined by the Endellion String Quartet - 
regarded as one of the UK’s finest string 
quartets - on Sunday, October 27, with their 
performance, See What's Hidin' in Haydn. 
This will then be followed by several perfor¬ 


mances between January and April, 2014, 
as part of the season including Grieg In A 
Different League with Wu Qian and 
Alexander Sitkovetsky - one of the leading 
young violinists to emerge from Russia in 
recent times - on January 12; Sifting Some 
Shostakovich performed by the English 
Piano Trio on February 9; and Listen To Liszt 
with British pianist Peter Donohoe on 
Aprill 3 who will be performing a programme 
of German classics. 

The season also continues at the Cliffs 
Pavilion next year with Find The Beat In 
Beethoven with the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra on January 31 during which one 
of the UK's most distinguished pianists, 
Freddy Kempf, will be conducting a 
Beethoven symphony for the first time, and 
Try Tchaikovsky with the London 
Philharmonic Orchestra on March 8. 

The Symphonies By The Sea season will 
finish in dramatic style at the Cliffs Pavilion 
on May 11,2014, with Elegant Elgar, per¬ 
formed by the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra. 

Starting with anther Southend premiere, a 
performance of Vaughan Williams’ Wasps 
Overture, the concert will continue with an 
appearance by one of this country’s most 
highly-regarded musicians, the distinguished 
cellist Julian Lloyd Webber.

LOOK WHO’S BACK: K*** and the Gang are to play in Basildon 
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Liz at Larqe 

YA features reporter Liz Wade goes out and about with her boys 


T HE traditional riverside indus¬ 
tries of Battlesbridge may be 
long gone but its links to the 
past continue, not only thanks to 
its historical buildings but what you 
can actually find in them. 

It is believed the village - situated 
just a stone's throw from the 
A130, between South Woodham 
Ferrers and Wickford - had already 
become an established small port 
by the end of the medieval period 
thanks to its situation on the banks 
of the River Crouch. 

Although by the late 19th century 
Battlesbridge was very much a 
working community of mills, farms 
and coal yards, by the start of the 
First World War traditional riverside 
industries and goods transport 
there began to decline. 

While coal from the north is no 
longer unloaded there, and barges 
filled with flour and stacks of hay 
for the capital's horses no longer 
leave there for London, a glimpse 
of the past can still be seen in the 
village, which is now a conserva¬ 
tion area. 

Of its seven listed buildings, 
including the old tide mill and 
attached dam wall, Great Coopers 
farmhouse, and even its road 
bridge, two of them - The Old 
Granary and The Haybarn - are

among several period buildings 
that make up Battlesbridge 
Antiques and Craft Centre. 

Since the 1960's Battlesbridge 
has been a popular centre for 
antiques and crafts which attracts 
thousands of visitors every year. It 
now boasts 80 dealers who all 
specialise in something different, 
whether its Beatrix Potter and 
Royal Doulton figurines, collectable 
cars and trains, limited edition 
prints and sports memorabilia, and 
old telephones including Bakelites. 

This is just what I found in The 
Old Granary, a four storey Victorian 
structure that sits beside the river 
and has a variety of different stairs 
to climb inside. While there is dis¬ 
abled access to the ground floor, 
anyone with mobility problems will 
have trouble accessing the upper 
floors as the steps are steep. But if 
you can make it to the top then 
don't forget to enjoy a well earned 
cuppa in The Willow tea room as 
you will find fantastic views from 
the top of the landmark building 
along the River Crouch, across 
Battlesbridge Harbour and the 


remains of the tide mill, the mill 
pond, and other historical buildings 
in the village. You will also get a 
great view of the road bridge 
crossing, a significant feature in the 
village that actually led to its name. 

The Bataille family, land owners in 
the area in the Middle Ages, kept 
the bridge over the tidal River 
Crouch in repair and the current 
structure, built by William Webster 
of London at a cost of £3,500 in 
1872, is now Grade II listed. 

Inside other period buildings in 
the village - Cromwell House, The 
Bridgebarn, The Haybarn, 
Muggeridge Farm and Bones Lane 
- you will find a wide range of 
things from antiques and collec¬ 
tables, crafts, architectural items 
and garden ornaments, to fire¬ 
places, reproductions, shabby chic 
furniture, and dolls and toys. 

The centre is also home to a 
Motorcycle Museum, which is 
open on most Sunday between 
11am and 4pm and houses a wide 
variety of motor cycles throughout 
the ages and assorted memorabil¬ 
ia for classic and vintage motorcy¬ 


cles, and The Penny Arcade 
Museum. This museum, housed in 
The Bridgebarn, has a wide range 
of working machines from the 
past, including a fortune-teller, and 
you can pick up the original old 
pennies from the front desk and 
give them a try. 

If all this has worked up an 
appetite then stop and have a bit 


to eat or enjoy some cold refresh¬ 
ments from The Barge Inn, a tradi¬ 
tional English pub dating back 
hundreds of years, or the village's 
other historic pub, The Hawk, 
which dates back to 1678.

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Princess of Wales pic an absolute shocker

Diana (12A, 113 mins) 


I N life, Diana, Princess Of Wales 
divided opinion, so it's fitting that 
Oliver Hirschbiegel's drama, 
based on Kate Snell's contentious 
book Diana: Her Last Love, should 
have stirred controversy before a 
single frame has unspooled on the 
big screen. 

Dr Hasnat Khan, the subject of 
the picture, publicly denounced 
Diana as a fiction, while a pre¬ 
recorded radio interview with star 
Naomi Watts ended abruptly with 
the suggestion that she walked out 
on DJ Simon Mayo. 

Tittle tattle aside, Diana is a 
trashy made-for-TV movie, blessed 
with an award-winning German 
director and an Oscar nominated 
lead actress, whose talents are 
well and truly squandered. 

Both are undone by Stephen 
Jeffrey's clumsy script while 
Watts also lacks sexual chemistry 
with co-star Naveen Andrews, 
making a mockery of the tears 
and tantrums when the central 
relationship ultimately breaks 
down. 

“I'll never be happy again, I just 


know it,” whimpers Watts to gal 
pal Sonia (Juliet Stevenson). 

If the public image of the 
princess was elegance and poise, 
behind the scenes in 
Hirschbiegel's film she is emotion¬ 
ally cold and calculating, tipping off 
a tabloid photographer to her 
whereabouts so he can splash pic¬ 
tures of her on a yacht with Dodi 
Fayed (Can Anvar) and pique the 
jealousy of Dr Khan (Andrews). 

Pathetic attempts to win Khan 
back take a leaf out of the book of 
Bridget Jones - minus the exces¬ 
sive smoking - including scenes of 
Diana attempting different dialects 
in the hope the doctor will take her 
call. 

“Yes, I've been a mad bitch, yes 
I've been a stalker and yes I put on 
the clumsiest Liverpool accent to 
get your attention!” she concedes 
in one of many scenes that beggar 
belief. 

Opening in Paris 1997, 
Hirschbiegel's film rewinds two 
years to sow the seeds of romance 
between the princess and Khan, 
part of which involves smuggling 
him into Kensington Palace in the 
back of her car.

“Looks about 80 kilos in there,” 
quips one security officer as the 
vehicle passes a checkpoint. 

“That'll be a Pakistani heart sur¬ 
geon,” deadpans a colleague. 

The pressure of conducting a 
romance through the omnipresent 
lens of the media takes its toll and 
Khan eventually ends the affair, 
propelling Diane into Dodi's arms. 

Diana isn't quite the total disaster 
some vitriolic critics have suggest¬ 
ed, but it comes perilously close. 
Watts offers a passable impression 


of a global icon, rehearsing 
answers to Martin Bashir's ques¬ 
tions in a mirror so she can perfect 
her head tilt as she whispers, 
“There were three of us in this mar¬ 
riage... so it was a bit crowded.” 
Andrews fails to live up to his sur¬ 
geon's nickname as Mr Wonderful 
and Hirschbiegel's direction lacks 
energy. 

An excessive two-hour running 
time will test the patience of even 
the most ardent and devoted 
Diana fan.

Q. With the summer holidays over, is this a 
good time to put property on the market? 

A. This, as you’ll appreciate, is one of those 
questions that agents get asked every year - 
funnily enough, round this time! 

Certainly, September usually sees a quite significant increase in property market 
activity. Why? Well, partly of course because it follows the equally traditional August 
lull (which we did not actually experience this year for a change). For many of us, this 
is also very much a time of new beginnings, of mobility, with people moving to new 
jobs, children to new schools, and in certain areas an influx of students looking to rent 
accommodation in time for the start of the new term. Finally, for those of us who are 
planning to move to a new home, it’s natural to want to have it all done and dusted in 
time for Christmas, and before the worst of the winter weather makes the thought of 
moving house completely unbearable. 

Whether all this makes September a particularly “good” time to put your home on the 
market is an altogether different question, however. The perceived wisdom is that the 
property market is seasonal. However, timing is generally less important than you 
might think - particularly if, like most of us, you are selling in order to move on. Only 
first time buyers - and at the other end of the scale, probate sellers or those disposing 
of a property which is surplus to requirements for one reason or another - don’t have 
to manage two transactions at once. 

What all this really means is that if you are planning to move home, there is rarely 
anything to be gained by waiting, even if you have a degree of flexibility over your 
move. 

That said, this particular September is looking very auspicious, following as it does a 
summer of much more positive news for the housing market. Agents are reporting a 
real upturn in activity - even August, usually considered a quiet time, has been busy - 
with more properties coming onto the market and more buyers registering their 
interest. 

So, all things considered, my advice to you is to go for it. There really is no time like 
the present!

Tenant Question 


I am writing on behalf of a friend, he’s currently not working, and has had to look after his 
mentally ill father for many years. His Mother would have been unable to work had her 
husband not had support from her son, but now she is retiring from work and has said she’s 
taking over the caring duties. Now, her son has money and has said he’d pay 6-12 months 
upfront to guarantee that he can meet the rent payments. However, most of the agencies have 
been really awkward and condescending towards him because he does not work. One of 
whom said (and I quote) ‘if you don’t work you can’t get a place anywhere, end of.’I would 
have thought that most agencies and landlords would have been happy that there was a 
person willing to pay upfront? 


Think Property Answer 


Unfortunately there is not a lot that can be done about this. There is antidiscrimination laws 
regarding discrimination on the grounds of race, sex and disability, but not about discrimination 
against non working tenants. A landlord (or his agent) has the right to refuse to rent to 
someone who is not in employment. However most good local letting agencies such as Think 
Property will accept tenants who are unemployed for certain properties providing they have a 
working guarantor.

SOUTHEND UNITED’S slump 
continued at a rain-soaked Roots 
Hall after veteran, Chris Iwelumo, 
stole the win for the mid-table visi¬ 
tors on Friday night.
